Givee Warning In the Cab. 


The efforts of inventors are being con- 


tinually directed toward methods of pre- 
venting accidents, and the most recent 
of devices for this purpose is one patented 
by a New York man, the object being to 
display a signal and eonnd an alarm in 
the oab whenever the engine pass™ a 
signal set to danger. The apparatus re- 
quires no electrical connection between 
the engine and the track, in that respect 
being comparatively unique. Connected 
with the regular switches and signals is 
a uamll whotl which rests just inside of 
tbe rail. 


When the ei^nal is at danger, this 


wheel conies in coutnnt with a mechan- 
ism connected with th« cab of tbe engine 
and a rod operating in a cylinder is 
pushed upward by running over the 
wheel. An electric circuit ia thus com- 
pleted by means of this moving piston, 
a bell is rung arjd a visible signal appears 
in the cab before the eyes of the engin- 
eer.
